who was hrst slabbed is in a very precarious 
condition and will probably die. Ikiach, 
though seriously, is uot dangeroiisl.v Injured. 
McAtleer was struck undei the left shuuldei 
blade and tho ball probably shattered iho 
spine, as h« Is totally paralysed in the lower 
limbs aud complains of intense pain In the 
abdomen. Ills physician pronounces him 
mortally wounded.
